Acted On. 


The President Has But Three 
Days More, 


Rumors of Cabinet Dissentions 
Unfounded. 


Mr. Kilgore Thinks the Bill Will Become a 
Law—A Rule to Dispose of the 
Two Election Con- 
tests.

WASHINGTON, March 27.—Seven of 
the ten days allowed by the Constitu- 
tion for consideration by the Exccutive 
of a bill have passed since the seignior- 
age bill was laid before the President, 
and still there has been no action on 
the measure. It has’ been assumedyin 
certain quarters that the President had 
made up his mind yesterday what dis- 
position he should make of the bill, and 
would today announce his decision in 
the Cabinet. If he did so the fact can- 
not be learned, and, indeed, two mem- 
bers of the Cabinet, after the meeting, 
which was shorter. than usual, stated 
that they were even then ignorant of 
the President’s intention. 

Senator Ransom and Representative 
Henderson of North Carolina, Repre- 
sentative Tracey of New York and Rep- 
resentative Kilgore Texas called at 
the White House before the Cabinet 
met, but were unable to see the Presi- 
dent. The Texas Congressman is one 
of the hopeful silver men, and still be- 
lieves that the President will sign the 
bill or let it become apaw without his 
gignature. 

AH talk of dissension in the Cabinet 
over this bill has practically ceased, 
for it has been made evident through- 
out the pendency of the bill at tne 
White House that the President has 
shown the greatest consideration for 
the opinions of his constituents and ad- 
visers, and the pleasant and cordial re- 
lations that prevail between them is 


absolute proof of the lack of founda- | 


tions for the talk of resignations of the 
Cabinet members.

FIFTY-THIRD CONGRESS. 
REGULAR SESSION.

WASHINGTON, March 27.—SEN- 
ATE.— A distinguished company 
gathered ~- in the Senate cham- 
ber this morning to participate 
in the funeral services over. the 
remains of Senator Colquitt. The 
President was absent, but all the mem- 
bers of the Cabinet, except Lamont,* 
were there, together with the members 
of the Supreme Court and the Diplo- 
matic Corps. The family of the dead 
Senator and their immediate friends 
occupied seats to the left of the Vice- 
President, and Speaker Crisp and the 
honorary pallbearers, consisting of the 
committees of the two houses, formed 
a semi-circle back of them. The plain 
black casket with silver kandles was 
placed in front of the Vice-President. 

The ceremonies were conducted by 
Senate Chaplain Milburn, assisted by 
House Chaplain Bagby. The blind 
preacher dwelt in his address particu- 
larly on the home life and virtues of 
the dead, rather than on his political 
services; on his moral rather than on 
his physical courage. At the conclu- 
sion of the services, the remains were 
borne from the chamber by eight Capi- 
tol policemen, followed by relatives, 
preceded by a committee of both houses 
appointed to accompany the remains 
to Georgia, members of the House, Su- 
preme Court and Diplomatic Corps. ° 

The body of the dead Senator was 
taken direct to the Capitol and to the 
Baltimore and Potomac station, where 
it was accompanied by the members 
of the family and their immediate 
friends. The Vice-President, the Secre- 
tary and sergeant-at-arms of the Sen- 
ate and a large number of Senators be- 
sides the committees of the two houses 
were appointed to accompany the re- 
mains to Georgia, acted as honorary 
pallbearers. The casket was placed 
on board the south-bound Richmond and 
Danville express which left at 11 
o'clock. The party will make a short 
stop at Atlanta and will arrive at 
Macon at 10 o’clock tomorrow morning. 
The interment will take place at Macon 
tomorrow afternoon. 

HOUSE.—There was another day 
without progress over the O'Neil-Joy 
contested election case in the House, 
owing to the lack of a quorum of 
Democratic members, and at the close 
of the proceedings it was as far frum 
completion as when it first began. 
Roll-calls followed each other in rapid 
succession, but while there was known 
to be 260 niembers on the floor, the 
nearest the Democrats came to a 
quorum was 172, seven less than a 
quorum, 

Late in the afternoon the Democratic 
members held a consultation, and the 
result was the Committee on Rules was 
directed to come to the assistance of 
the House, and tomorrow morning a 
special rule will be brought in, cover- 
ing not only the O'’Neil-Joy case, but 
probably also the Hilborn-English case.

SLASHING ‘SALARIES. 


Mr. Boen Favors a Reduction of Compensa- 
tion of Government Officials. 
Associated Press d-wire Service, 
WASHINGTON, March. 27.—Repre- 
sentative Boen of Minnesota  in'ro- 
duced a bill for the reduction of th» 
compensation of persons in the gov- 
ernment service. ‘The bill recites that 
the unit of value of mone, is de rea-- 
ing, and that private wages Are, fall- 
ing, while public’salaries are kept up 
te their old figures. ‘It further ‘tates 
‘that the people are~being borné down 


by. the “incompetency, dishonesty or

to $5000 be reduced 25 per cent., and 
those from $5000 to $20,000 33 1-3_ per 
cent.; all above $20,00) to bé reduced 
50 per cent. 


PENSION PAYMENTS. 


A Requisition for $10,221,000 is Made on the 
Treasury. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. * 
WASHINGTON, March 27.—The Sec- 
retary of the Interior has issued a 
requisition on the Secretary of the 
Treasury for $10,221,000, to be used in 


‘the quarterly payment of- pensions on 


April 2. 

The amount will be _ distributed 
among the agencfes as follows: Chi- 
cago, $2,650,000; Des Moines, $1,900,090; 
Milwauke», $1,700,000; Buffalo, $1,500,- 
000; Pittsburgh, $1, 450,000: Concord, N. 
ye $600,000; Boston, $225,000, and De- 

oit, $20,000. 

Secretary Smith has ordered the dis- 
barment of M. B. Ellis of Indianapolis 
for unprofessional conduct.

POACHER HOWELL. 


An Important Capture Made by the Authofi- 
ties in Yellowstone Park. 
Associate’ Pr«<s Le-sed-wire Service. 

WASHINGTON, March 27.—What is 
considered the most important arrest 
and capture ever made in Yellowstone 
National Park was reported by the Sec- 
retary of the Interior today. The ar- 
rest was made near the mouth of a 
creek on March 16 by a party consist- 
ing of Capt. Scott, Lieut. Burges and 
Sergt. Fricke, who had followed the 
trail for two days. After making a 
slight resistance, the poacher, Ed How- 
ell, surrendered, and was brought to 
Mammoth Hot Springs, Wyo., where 
he is confined, pending instructions 
from the department. The poaching 
outfit has been confiscated. Five 
freshly-killed buffalo were found where 
he was taken. 

Howell is the last of three desperate 
poachers of Cook, Wyo., taken by the 
scouts. The former were Van Dyke, 
who was-caught in 1891, and Pendleton, 
who was captured in. 1892. Capt. An- 
derson, the acting superintendent, rec- 
ommends this be made a case of direct 
appeal to Congress for punishment for 
killing, maiming or capturing any ani- 
mal in the park, triable before tne 
United States Court. 


ENERGETIC ACTION., 


The House Judiciary C Committee on the Union 

Pacific Case. 

Assccated Press Leased-w re Service, 
WASHINGTON, March 27.—Repre- 
scrtative Boatner is satisfied that the 
Judiciary Committee will retain con- 
trol of the Union Pacific road, and he 
is acting on that theory. Today he 
moved in the Judiciary Committee that 
& committee of five be appointed by 
Chairman Culbertson to investigate 
the charges made against the Union 
Paeific. The reso‘ution brought out 
an antmated discussion from members 
of the committee, from which it was 
apparent that energetic act'on against 


the Pacific roads was expected and 
desired. . 

In view of Representative Reilly's 
purpose to get the subject referred to 
the Pacific Roads Committee, Mr. Boat- 
ner’s . proposition for a special com- 
mittee of five went over until Friday. 
At that time it is probable that the 
special committee will be appointed, 
with Mr. 
so heartily in favor of the aggressive 
action against the defaulting roads 
that the Boatner committee promises 
to be one of the most prominent in 
the House. 


RAILROAD POOLING. 


Judge Knapp Thinks ‘the Interstate Commis- 
sion Should Make Rates. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 
WASHINGTON, .March 27.—Judge 
Knapp of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission was, before the Senate 
Committee on Interstate Commerce and 
made a statement bearing on the bill 
for the regulation of railroad pooling. 
He said in most respects that the bill 
was a good one, but he thought there 
should be an amendment authorizing 
the commission to give rates in the 


first instance. He advanced the idea 
that railroads. could afford to move 
freight at an average charge of 50 


cents per mile in the car. 

Attorney Cowan of the Baltimore and 
Ohio road and Attorney Pond of the 
Richmond and Danville todk exception. 
to this statement, saying that the esti- 
mate of moving expenses was too low 
and that it did not take into account 
the investment, the interest account 
and the vexatious delay which often 
occurs, nor the fact that many cars are 
idle. 


No Religious Clause. 

WASHINGTON, March 27.—It is pro- 
posed that the amendment to the pre- 
amble of the Constitution “acknowledg- 
ing the supreme authority and just 
government of Almighty God in all af- 
fairs of men and nations’’ was finally 
disposed of by the House Committee 
on Judiciary today, when they decided 
to lay it on the table. 


Chairman of the Postoff'ce Committee, 
WASHINGTON, March 27.—By the 
death of Senator Colquitt, Senator Vilas 
of Wisconsin will probably become 
chairman of the Senate Committee on, 
Pogtoffices and Postroads, as he was 
next to Mr. Colquitt on this committee.

NOT PICNIC 


Coxeys Men Inclined 
to Grumble. 


The Fodder aid Bedding Not 
Satistactory. 


The “General’s” Finances Asserted 
to Be Good. 


A Speech Which Brought Applause and 
$13.92—The ‘“‘Army’’ in Camp at 
Alliance, 0.—The Other 
Brigades.

ALLIANCE (0.,) March 27.—Twelve 
miles of the longest free-lunch route 
on record was mapped out for the 
Coxey caravan today. January 
weather was also on the programme; 
but the sympathy of the people along 
the line of march is making it possible 
for the men to progress without any 
particular hardship. They were 
cheered on by sausage, ham, bread and 
black coffee. Soap is still among the 
invisible things, and there is no danger 
that anybody is going .to take this for 
a tour of plutocrats. 

Only the ‘“‘hobo” contingent is pro- 
vided with soap, and they are not par- 
ticular about using it.. The health of 
the marchers has been remarkably 
good considering their experience. 
Meals that are irregular, when they 
are provided at all, and sleeping on 
frozen ground with a scant covering 
of straw, is not ordinarily considered 
conducive to a man’s” weil-being. 

There is no physician in the com- 
pany, unless Dr. Kirtland,;the nervous 
little Pittsburgh astrologer, with a big 
overcoat, is a medico. 

Louis Smith, the mysterious” indi- 
vidual who is the military head of the 
enterprise, has a cold, attended with a 
husky voice. His colorless eyes are 
less penetrating than they have been 
heretofore. He has the erect and de- 
cisive bearing of a man accustomed to 
command, but his system varies a 
little from Upson’'s tactics.

While the Southern limit of 
the area covered extends southward 
into Ohio and Western Pennsylvania, 
there is but little snow on the ground 
east of Lower Michigan, the greatest 
depth over the region being three 
inches, at Pittsburgh. 

The last decade of March, 1894, has 
been characterized by the most remark- 
able temperature, exitrermes occurring 
that have never before been recorded 
since the establishmentt of the Weather 
Bureau.

PEIXOTTO’S DECREE. 


No Orders Issued for Executing Foreigners 
Without Trial.

RIO DE JANEIRO, March 27.—(By 
Brazilian Cable. Associated Press Copy- 
right, 1894.) The reporter of the As- 
sociated Press has taken great pains 
to learn if there was any basis of 
truth in the report cabled to the United 
States in regard to the revival by 
Peixotto of the imperial decrees of 1838 
and 1851 relating to the treatment of 
foreigners or natives who set up a re- 
volt. No one here knows anything 
about it, and it can be positively said 
that no decree has ever been issued by 
Peixotto ordering execu‘ions without 
the forms of trial. 

A general southward movement of 
the government troops in the State of 
Sao Paulo is announced. It is believed 
that the rebels are retreating. An after- 
noon paper declares Gen. Saraiva has 
fled to Uruguay. The defeat of Gen. 
Salgado is confirmed. 

A SHOWING. 

LONDON, March 27.—The Times 
will pubtish the folowing tomorrow: 

Montevideo, March 27.—I have trav- 
ersed the distr‘cts between Pelotas and 
Jaguaron, where the government claims 
to have complete supremacy. I found 
detachments of insurgents at various 
points. The government forces are 
ncot-sufficient to attempt active prepa- 
ration. A Portuguese warship yester- 
day landed ninety insurgent officers 
and 170 sailors at quarantine at Buenos 
Ayres. 

The Brazilian Minister at London 
has received the following from Rio: 
There is absolutely no truth in the 
statement that prisoners have been 
executed without trial The recent de- 
cree only referred to military tribu- 
nals and crimes and outrages con- 
nevied with the revolution, committed 
at Rho and 
Brazitian territory. 


A. LIBERAL. 


Shaw Re-elected by a Majority of 647 Votes, 
a Gain of 76.

LONDON, March 27.—(By Atlantic 
Cuble.) The appointment of Thomas 
Shaw as Solicitor-General for Scotland, 
made vacant the seat of the Haw- 
Yick burghs in the House of Commons 
and necessitated an election in that 
Partiamentary district. Mr. Shaw 
stood for re-election, and was opposed 
by Mr. Fullerton, Unionist. The vote 
stood: Shaw, 3203; Fullerton, 2553; Lib- 
eral majority, 647.

They Resign from the Directorate for Good 
and Sufficient Reasons to Them- 
selves—Their Successors 
in Office.

SAN FRANCISCO, March 27.—The 
Examiner will tomorrow announce 
that C. P. Huntington, H. E. Hunting- 
ton and Charles F. Crocker have re- 
signed from the directorate of the Cen- 
tral Pacific Railway Company, their 
purpose being to intrench themselves 
in a strong legal position, whereby the 
Southern Pacific Company may avoid 
the stipulation ofits lease that it shall 
pay the holders of Central Pacific se- 
curities the annual sum of $1,300,000 in 
dividends. It is well known that the 
directorates of the Southern Pacific 
and Central Pacific Railway companies 
are practically identical so far as the 
great Huntington, Crocker, Hopkins 
and Stanford interests are concerned. 

When the Southern Pacific Company 
leased whe Central Pacific its agree- 
ment to pay so large a sum as $1,300,- 
000 anually secured the investment- in 
its stock of large, amounts of English 
capital and it is. this interest against 
which this late move of the railroad 
authorities is directed. Last ém- 


with the Central Pacific to modify the 
terms of its leAse, so that no stated 
annual sum should be paid, but the 
dividends should be based solely on the 
earnings. Minor provisions of the lease 
such as the submission to arbitration of 
matters of dispute between the corpor- 
ations and that all moneys advanced 
by the Southern Pacific should be con- 
sidered a lien..on the, property of the 
Central it was also proposed to ab- 
rogate.

H. E. Huntington, the 
president, and C. F. Crocker and C. P. 
Huntington, directors, resigned from 
the Central Pacific. Mrs. Stanford 
had likewise “withdrawn, and I. H. 
Hubbard, the Hopkins representative, 
was likewise out; so that the Crocker, 
Huntington, Hopkins and Stanford in- 
terests were left without immeciate 
personal representation on the Central 
Pacific board.

Then Attorney Tupper ad- 
vanced to make the opening statement 
for the defense. He stated that the 
defense would prove that Heath and 
McWhirter were close friends, and that 
when W. D. Grady, a lawyer of this 
city, abused McWhirter after the lat- 
ter’s death, Heath struck Grady in the 
face. 

Tupper impeached the testimony of 
the witnesses for the prosecution gener- 
ally, and suggested that the suicide 
theory was still worth consideration. 
Mrs. Palmer’s testimony implicating 
Reel Terry was also touched upon, and 
the statement that Judge Harris spent 
the night with:Terry was promised to 
prove an alibi.

AN AGREEMENT. 


Union Facific Employees Reach a Satisfac- 
tory Decision.

OMAHA, March 27.—The hearing of 
the Union Pacific-Gulf case was re- 
sumed this morning in the United 
States Circuit Court. The court al- 
lowed the Gulf road to withdraw the 
demurrer already filed and substitute 
an answer, but the attorneys of the 
Union Pacific were granted the right 
to make a replication of the wage 
schedule. The case will not come up 
before Thursday. 

The employees this afternoon filed 
an answer moving to set aside the or- 
ders of Judge-Dundy: The statements 
made by the receivers with relation to 
the wage schedule, etc.., were denied. 
The document is signed by the chair- 
men of the Engineers’, Firemen’s, Con- 
ductors’, Telegraphers’, Tra:nmen's 
and Switchmen’s associations, and the 
Knights of Labor and attorneys. They 
also deny any intention of striking. 

This. afternoon the telegraphers 
reached a full agreement with the 1re- 
ceivers, and ended their long session 
with Receiver Clark, General Man- 
ager Dickinson and Superintendent 
Korty, having settled the wage question 
to the satisfaction of all concerned. 
The rules and regulations governing 
wages and employment were settled 
yesterday, and today's Work Was over 
the general wage schedule. The agree- 
ment and contract will go to the court 
for confirmation tomorrow. That is all 
that remains. There is no appeal to 
the court by the telegraphers or by 
the receivers in the affair of the teleg- 
raphers. 

Until the agreement is filed in court, 
nothing can be ascerta‘ned as to its 
details, but it is reasonable to suppose 
that, in view of the fact that the com- 
pany conceded all the men asked in 
the way of rules and over-time pay for 
extra calls, the men have made some 
concessions in the matter of wases. 
In, fact,,early in the conference, when 
they were going over the matter, sta- 
tion by station, with Mr. Korty, the 
men made several concessions in the 
matter of salary at specific points. It 
is likely, however, that the concessions 
made in the matter of wages are 
more in the line of correcting inequal- 
ities and reduction where conditions 
have changed since the salary was 
first fixed upon the present schedule. 


KILLED THE BABY. 


Horrible Crime of Two Youthful Murderers 
in Oklahoma.

‘The 
cablegram was looked for up to mid- 
night last night, and the failure to re- 
ceive it can be accountted for only on 
the supposition that the Dnglish: Easter 
holidays cover Monday, which is a 
bank and government holiday. 

The cabtegram is regarded as mbosr 
important, not only for determining 
the rules of the sealing season, about 
to open, but as showing Great Britain’s 
willingness to carry out the epirit of 
the court of arbitration. It has be- 
come evident that the arbitration 
court’s decree could not be enacted 
into law by Congress and by Pariia- 
ment in time to control the’ seating 
season, opening about thirty -days 
hence. 

The State Department has felt ft to 
be imperative that a temporary ar- 
rangement be made with Great Britain 
which should exist &hen the court’s 
decision cou'd be made effective by 
law. With this tn view, the British 
government has been asked to agree 
that the old modus vivendi should be 
enforced until the new laws are passed 
by Congress and Parliament. It is the 
answer to this proposition which is 
new awaited.

THE DAY’S PROCEEDINGS. 


Chief of Police Moore and Two Experts on 
Handwriting Examined. 

WASHINGTON, March 27.—At the 
opening of the Pollard-Breckinridge 
case this morning Chief of Police 
Moore was put on the stand by the 
defense. He denied that at either of 
the two interviews fin his office between 
M‘ss Polerd and Breckinridge that 
the tatter said anything about Miss 
Pcllard bearing ,children to him, or 
beings; pregnant. 

On oross-examinattion he admitted a 
great deal was said during those in- 
terviewe, and was entirely probabte 
that he had forgotten part of it. He 
also _reatfirmed the statement made_by 
him when witness for Miss Pollard as 
to Breckinridge’s promise in his pres- 
ence to marry her. The hearing of 
the parties were not such as ‘to lead 
to the belief this promise of marriage 
was merely a scheme between parties, 
but was made in good faith. 

Dr. BE. M. Schaefer was calied as an 
expert in handwriting, to testify as 
to the letter introduced in evidence, 
the authorship of which Miss Pollard 
disclaimed. After comparing it with 
several cther specimens of her ad- 
mitted chirography, he expressed the 
opinion that all: were written by the 
Same person. He examined the Christ- 
mas card, said to have been pressed 
for nine. years in a book in Norwood 
Convent, and said that the ink of the 
words written on tt had the appear- 
ance of not being over three or four 
years old. The défense put in an ex- 
ception to the acceptance of the tesiti- 


'mony, on the ground thait he was not 


a aua:ified expert. 
Edwin B. Hay, geet expert in 
handwriting, testified that, in his opin- 
ion, the alleged forged letter and that 
wititten to Wessie Brown were written 
by ‘the same person.

HE TS STILE IN JAIL. 


Platt Unable to Secure 
Bondsmen. 


No One Has Yet Come to His 


Assistance. 
Something About His Record in 
Past Years. 

His Crooked Failure in 1884, When He 


Escaped the Penitentiary by Ong 
Vote—A Little Scene in 
the Justice's Court. 


mil Harris arid C. D. Piatt appeared 
beore Justice Austin at 10:30 o’clock 
yesterday morning . for arraignment 
upon the charge of having conspired 
together for the purpose of extorting 
blackmail from Bdwin E. Crandall, and 
each having entered his respective plea 
of not guilty thereto, the case was 
set for trial by the court on Tuesday. 
April 3, next. Harris, who secured 
his release upon $1500 bonds at 2:30 
o'clock yesterday morning, 
brief but apparently interesting con- 
su“tation with his pactner, the court- 
room, while Piatt, much to his dis- 
gust, was escorted back to jai. He 
made a feeble kick to the court about 
the manner in which his demands had 
been treated by the authorities, but 
finding that his complaint was not re- 
sponded to, made no further effort to 
attract attenition. Much to the sur- 
prise of the police, Platt’s friends 
seem to have abandoned him’ to his 
fate. as no effort was made to bail 
him out of his predicament, efther at 
the time of his arrest or yesterday, 
and the result was that he spent his 
second night beh!nd the bars last night. 
So far he has had nothing whatever 


not known whether he expects Harr‘s 
to secure his release or whether he 
is relying upon other friends to assist 


him in exitricating himself from his 
dilemma. 


The name of W. J. Broderick was in- 
advertently mentioned in connection 
with the bond furnished by Emil Har- 
ris at Justice Austin’s house early yes- 
terday morning. That gentleman ‘did 
net qualify as one of the bondsmen, 
The sureties were Max Haftis and Dr. 
H. Aronsburg. 

PLATT’S BAD RECORD. 

. Brief reference was made yesterday 
morning to Platt’s ba d record, es- 
pecially in connection with his crooked 
failure years ago, when he escaped the 
penitentiary by a scratch, the details 
of which, in connection with recent de* 
velopments, make interesting reading. 

Early in January, of 1884, a sensation 
was caused by the failure of Platt’s 
firm for something over $27,000. The 
firm occupied the premises at the cor- 
ner of Court and ay» streets, and 
carried on the jewelry business. The 
concern carried a large stock, and dur- 
ing the holidays did a rushing business. 
This fact made the failure all the more 
Wholesale dealers in New 
York, Chicago and San Francisco had 
been liberal in furnishing the Platt es- 
tablishment with. jewelry of every ds, 
scription, on time. . The stock was con- 
siderably replenished just before the 
holdays, and the fact that scarcely any 
of the money received from the sale of

to say for himself, consequently it 


hiliday goods had been paid on ac- 
count of the heavy purchases from 


wholesale dealers, and the fact that 
the stock of diamonds and other 
jewelry had greatly diminished, 


aroused the suspicion of the wholesale 
dealers, and an investigation was or- 
dered. 

Detective A. B. Lawson, then of San 
Francisco, was sent here to make the 
investigation. 
Lawson shadowed Platt for a num- | 
ber of days, and soon became con- 
vinced that the expert penman and 
fakir was disposing of certain jewelry 
which he carried around in his nock>ts. 
It was goon ‘eirncd ‘hat the je vclry thus 
being disposed of was a portion of the 
stock furnished by the wholesale deal- 
ers prior to the failure, and which had 
not been scheduled on the list of as- 
sets of the firm. 

When the holiday trade had thor- 
oughly run its day Platt conciuded that 
an assignment was the most profitable 
step to take. It “was easier to hold 
out the coin received during the holi- 
day season than it was to pay his 
creditors, and it was easier to take 
from the unsold stock the costliest 
diamonds and jewelry than it was to 
let them remain in the show-cases or 
the firm’s safe and go on record as 
part of the firm’s assets. With this 
end in view Platt made the haul, and 
it was a good round one. 

Previous to making the assignment 
Platt’s firm had an eye on the here- 
after. It was concluded to select an 
assignee favorable to the firm, and to 
do that some costly diamonds were of- 
fered to a well-known man about town 
to accept the assigneeship. 

Once the gutted store was cleared of 
the refuse stock by auction at the 
hands of the assignee, Platt’s scheme 
was to take possession again and blaze 
the show windows with diamonds and 
jewelry, and, no doubt, the identical 
ones he “held out” on the creditors. 

The scheme came to a climax, how- 

ever. When Lawson denofn }then as 
Pinkham, a wealthy min from Ari- 
zona) conciuded that he had sufficient 
evidence to hold Platt, he arrested the 
latter in the jewelry store. When 
taken to the City Jail the prisoner was 
searched. Considerable jewelry was 
found on Platt, and, besides, a number 
of tell-tale memorandas were dug out 
of his pockets. The search had about 
been completed, when one of the jail- 
ors turned to Lawson and asked him 
if he was satisfied. The detective had 
observed the suspicious clinched fist of 
the prisoner, and when asked to open 
his hand it was discovered that Platt 
held a snuff box in the palm. On being 
opened it was found that the box con- 
tained a large number of unmounted 
To procure bail Platt deposited a 
sack of $20-pieces in the safe of one of 
his bondsmen as security. Lawson 
learned of the transaction, but before 
he could attach it Platt had withdrawn 
the money and put up a new bond. 

The trial of Platt was a long and 
bitter one, and, after being out all of 
one night, the jury was discharged, 
there being eleven in favor of sending 
him to the penitentiary, and one was 
in favor of compromising on a County 
Jail existence. 

During an examination before Judge 
Howard on the insolvency phase of the 
ease, Platt deliberately swallowed a 
memorandum of importance, which 
re been taken from him in the City 
all. 

Platt has figured in another swin- 
dling scheme, by which he attempted 
to defraud the Pacific Jewclry Com- 
pany, but was @étected. In this case 
he changed the ‘Word “goods” into 
“nates” on a document. by means of 
acids, but his work was clumsy and 
he failed. Judge Wa‘co M. York was 
the attorney for the jewelry company, 
and succeeded in brigging the swindler 
to time. 

That Platt has long engaged in black- 
mail has been generally known, but 
no one has heretofore had the nerve 
to face the seandal which an expose 


| entailed. Some years ago Platt tried 


to blackmail a weaJthy woman out of 


$5000, but was prevenited by friends 


taking up the case. 

In connection with the present case 
it is known tthat Platt in November last 
got $210 from Mrs. Cranda. The fei- 
low called on her and stated that he 
could furnish her with certain evidence 
to use against her husband in divorce 
proceedings, which he offered to sell 
for $200. Mrs. Crandall did not have 
the money, but let Piatt have some 
$600 worth of diamonds as security, 
which that worthy promptly pawned 
for $210 and pocketed the money. Har- 
ris afterward went to A. C. Broderson, 
Mrs. Crandall’s attorney, and tried to 
get in on the case, but Mr. Broderson 
declined to have anything to do with 


him. 
AS TO HARRIS. 

As is genevally known, the relations 
between Platt and Harris have been 
very close for many years, and the 
fact that they were arrested together 
caused no surprise among people who 
knew the men. When Harris was on 
the police force Piatt almost made 
his headquarters at the police station, 
where he was in frequent conversation 
with Harris, the then captain. When 
Harris was removed, P’att busied him- 
self to secure his reinstatement, and 
has since persistently urged that he 
shold be given his old place as captain, 
but could not accomplish his purpose. 

AS was stated yesterday, up to the 
present time Harris has managed to 
keep out of the clutches of the law, al- 
though the burglar Bush gave enough 
information to secure arrest. 
Bush’s affidavits are in the city, and it 
probable that the statements contained 
in them will have more weight now 
than when Harris was a police captain. 
It is possible, however, that another 
charge of blackmailing may be lodged 
against Harris by a man named Doug- 
lass, who, it is claimed, has for months 
has not only been compelled to pay 
tribute, but has been subjected to per- 
sonal indignities: This case has been 
brought to the attention of the grand 
jury, and it is more than probable that 
yoo investigation will be taken up to- 

ay. 

OTHER CASES. 

The police are in possession of infor- 
mation that may lead to further sensa- 
tional developments. For some months 
business men and other citizens have 
been receiving anonymous ietters 
through the mails demanding money 
uncer threats of exposure. These let- 
ters are believed to have been written 
by Platt, and investigation on that 
line is now in progress. 

It is probable that another complaint 
will be filed against Platt this morning 
in the United States Court, charging 
him with violation of the postal laws 
by using the mails for the purposes of 
extortion, as there is a straight case 
against him for this offense.

recently-discovered electrical principles. 
Among these the foremost place must 
be given to the astounding discoveries 
of the young Servian genius, Nikola 
Tesla, which are so novel and extra- 
ordinary that the most imaginative of 
inventors are unable to see what form 
this devclopment will take. 

Just as the experimenters were be- 
ginning to think that they knew all 
that could be learned about electricity 
and that further improvement must be 
in the line of more perfect mechanical 
application.

We can no more 
grasp its significance than Franklin 
could discern the electric motor in his 
captured thunderbolt. 

Equally astounding and with more 
visible usefulness is Mr. Tesla’s dis- 
covery that currents of enormous po- 
tential and frequency can be trans- 
mitted without the use of wires. A 
room can be filled with electricity from 
copper plates in ceiling and floor, so 
that the electric lamps will burn with- 
out any connecting wire as soon as 
they are brought in. In the same way 
intelligence and power may be trans- 
mitted without a circuit, doing away 
with the necessity for trolleys, storage- 
batteries and sub-ways. When it is con- 
sidered that such_ startling changes 
as this are already theoretically pos- 
fible, it will be seen that inthe inven- 
tions upon which we so complacently 
congratulate” ourselves we have only 
timidly paddled along the shore of the 
great sea yet to be explored.

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THE ILLS THAT TROUBLE US. 


What is the matter with nature, any- 
way? Here in Southern California we 
are threatened with a dry year. On 
the other sitle of the Rockies, from the 
Lakes almost to the Gulf, winter, the 
horrid male, is lingering in the lap of 
spring, and has frozen the peach buds, 
nipped the apple bloom and destroyed 
the early sown wheat, so that farmers 
all over the land are despairing of their 
harvests. 

Added to all these natural ills the coun- 
try has its great armies of unemployed, 
its battalions of tramps and vagrants, 
and, worst of all, the Democratic party 
in power with its continually-recurring 
political mistakes and its do-nothing 
policy. What wonder that the pessimist 
fs in his element foretelling the direct 
results. Things do look dark, but still 
there is no reason for discouragement. 
The world is not going to starve, 
nor will the Democratic party re- 
tain power forever. The nation is 
coming out from these ills 
wiser and better, and stronger. It 
played with fire at the last Presidential 
election and got burnt. Our industries 
have been consumed, and the hopes 
raised by false promises have been left 
to mock us. The ghost of free trade has 
been gibbering at us till capital has 
taken fight and shut down the wheels 
of industry, till many thousands in the 
Jand who are willing to labor, are beg- 
ging in vain for work. Of this condi- 
tion thousands more of willing idlers 
have taken advantage, and are begging 
to be fed and clothed. In defiance of 
property rights they would seize upon 
our railroads and compel them to af- 
ford them transportation. Many of 
‘them do not hesitate at outlawry, and 
with mistaken notions of their privi- 
Jeges, and led on by designing leaders, 
they would make their petitions to the 
general government, and if their de- 
mands are not complied with, they dare 
to threaten the peace of community 
by taking the law into their own hands. 

This is the situation which the coun- 
try has to face, and it is not a pleasant 
one. It is a time when the friends 
of anarchy and communism and other 
dangerous sects are taking advantage 
of the distress of the workingmen of 
America, and are seeking to increase 
their dissatisfaction and lead them on 
to the commission of overt acts of re- 
Dellion. Nature and the Democratic 
party seem to be against American 
prosperity at present, but we have no 
fears but what nature will repent her- 
self and do the fair thing for us yet; 
but, of course, we hope nothing from 
the Democratic party; we lok to it for 
no wise change of policy such as will 
again bring prosperity to the people 
at large, but we do expect that the ma- 
jority of the people will be led to see 
the folly of hoping anything from it, 
and will be content, yes, eager, to re- 
turn to sound Republican rule when 
next they are called upon to declare 
their will through the ballot-box.The 
course pursued by the present adminis- 
tration will make more Republicans 
than the country has ever known before 
and we shall come back to a sound 
financial policy and to a policy which 
shall give protection to our industries 
mand work to the willing laborer. The 
Democratic party is, unwittingly, doing 
to make McKinleyism popular 
than anything else could have done. 
Zt has served and is serving foreign 
Interests at the expense of our own. 
Hngland is rejoicing at the attitude of 
Democratic stgtesmen toward 
the proposed tariff changes and is al- 
ready beginning to count up the gains 
which she hopes to realize at the ex- 
pense of American industries. But the 
hopeful thing for our future is that 
‘Americans are not blind and the people 
mre the real rulers in this republic. 
The people are the sovereigns, and if 
things go wrong the people themselves 
are to blame, and it is for them--to 
remedy the evil, not by the sword, not 
by incendiary speeches and acts of law- 
Jessness, but by the might and the force 
of the omnipotent ballot. 

And this is just what they will do at 
our next national election. It will be 
no uncertain utterance, but the united 
voice of a great people who have been 
Weceived by false promises and broken 
pledges and ruled by a policy that has 
wrought only destruction to national 
prosperity. The day of reckoning will 
come, and then let Democracy beware! 

South Africa is now having the hot- 
test summer in fifty years, with the 
temperature ranging up to 100 to 115 
in the shade, and the heat in the sun 
from 130 to about where it begins to 
make water simmer. Perhaps the 
South African hot summer is the cause 
of our mild March, or it may be the 
forerunner of unusually hot summers 
ali around the sphere. It is not worth 
while to borrow trouble, however, on 
this question, for you will have trouble 
enough under the Democratic govern- 
ment, without borrowing it, no matter 
whether the summer is hot or cold. 


It. does look at this writing as if 
we Were going to get some rain. The 
weather is something that the Democ- 
racy cannot meddle with. If it could 
we should nae no hopes of a down- 
pour, for it a to be op to 
everthing whatever that tends to pro- 
mote the welfare and prosperity of the 
pountry. 
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THE CRAZY CRUSADE OF COXEY. 


Mail as well as telegraphic advices 
from Washington indicate that Con- 
gressmen and citizens alike were much 
disturbed, a week ago, at the approach 
of the “army’’ under Coxey, and a cry 
was sent up to the authorities, demand- 
ing that the invaders be headed off at 
the District of Columbia line, and 
other measures for protection be taken. 
The average Congressman is_repre- 
sented as dreading, not physical vio- 
lence from the “Industrial Army” (or- 
ganized to avoid industry,) but the 
hounding of individual representatives 
by “soldiers’’ of the Corps de Coxey. 
Such weakness, if shown in presence of 
migratory miscreants and brazen 
bulldazers of the Carl Browne stripe, 
willonly have tthe effect of encouraging 
them; and thus will ‘the demagoguery 
of weak-spined statesmen be mage 
to play into the hands of the very 
gang which boasts that its purpose is 
to cave Congress down the bank. The 
only safe course, obviously, for the 
Washington authorities to pursue is to 
promptly arrest the march of the crazy 
crusaders the moment they attempt to 
cross the District line. 

In an editorial on ‘“‘Coxey Considered 
Seriously’’ the Washington Post of the 
20th inst. asks that the “army” be 
checked. It says: 

“All we know of Coxey is that he is 
inviting the idle, the discontented and 
the desperate thousands from all parts 
of the country to join him in a march 
to Washington. If he has a dollar that 
he possesses to spend for their subsis- 
tence, if he is prepared to aid a single 
one of them in case of sickness or 
hunger; if, indeed, he has concerned 
himself for one fleeting moment as to 
their welfare, we have not had the fact 
established to our satisfaction. We 
know merely that he threatens to come 
and that he intends to bring in his train 
an indefinite number of tramps and 
ragamu ffins—either cranks or criminals. 
Perhaps he expects to be guided by 
the cloud during the day and by the 
pillar of fire at night. Perhaps he 
counts upon a fall of manna and a 
shower of quails for food en route. 
But common sense tells us that he and 
his crowd must get here, if at all, by 
ordinary means and that they must 
perish of hunger by the way or de- 
vastate the territory through which 
they pass. Look which way we may 
there is nothing but disaster and ca- 
lamity. 

“There is nothing funny about 
Coxey’s followers. Either they are 
poor, ignorant dupes, who will pay for 
their credulity in appalling hardship 
or they are professional ruffians who 
intend to treat themselves to a car- 
nival of license. In the one event they 
are doomed to terrible suffering. In 
the other they will inflict desolation 
upon the communities along their line 
of march. And either way Coxey, no 
matter what his abstract rights may 
be, is contemplating a tremendous 
tragedy. Thousands of citizens here 
are: appealing to Congress for legisla- 
tion, if the army moves, which will 
stop it on the confines of the District 
of Columbia, and it looks as though 
Coxey’s crowd will not be permitted to 
enter here.’’ 

The movement of the “army,” out- 
side of its foraging for food, is marked 
chiefly by the number of men droppea 
along the line. Coxey’s force camped 
at Alliance, O., last night, and their 
general condition was such as to lead 
to the belief there would be a mu- 
tiny in the ranks ere long. 
“Gen.” Hamilton, Coxey’s Colhrado 
Mieutenant, is apparently ‘“‘stalled” at 
Denver, as the authorities there refuse 
to allow him to organize in that city, 
and tthe unemployed there evidently 
have no credit in his financial’strength. 
The Los Angeles division, under ‘‘Gen.” 
Fry, when last heard from, were in a 
starving condition, near Findlay, Tex., 
and had made lawless manifestations. 
An unemployed printer, yclept “Chub” 
Warner, is the latest acquisition to the 
ranks, and is endeavoring to head a 
company from Sioux Falls, 8. D. He 
has enlisted fifteen men thus far. 


THE CANAL AND THE CURRENCY. 


Jesse H. Farwell has addressed an 
open letter, to the President, in which 
he advances a somewhat novel prop- 
osition for providing a safe, conven- 
ient, permanent and flexible system of 
currency, in connection with the ¢on- 
struction of the Nicaragua Canal. Mr. 
Farwell is of tthe opinion that the gov- 
erninent should take possession of the 
Maritime Canal Company’s grant from 
the State of Nicaragua, and let the 
contract for the completion of that 
work at the earliest day possible, the 
contractors ‘to take their pay. in gov- 
ernment . bonds, principal payable in 
100 years in gold, at the rate of 2 per 
cent. per annum; the bonds controverti- 
ble, at the will of the holder, any day 
of the whole 100 years, into a treasury 
note, convenient for circulation at all 
the principal points of the nation; the 
treasury note reconvertible into the 
bonds with equal convenience. 

The advantages to the business com- 
munity of such a system of currency 
circulation, he thinks, are too appar- 
ent to require any argument, and, 
when coupied. with: the construction of 
an interoceanic canal, will be giving 
to the people of the United States 
largely increased facilities for trade 
and commerce with the Pacific side of 
our continent, and the vast population 
of the oriental countries, Australia and 
all the islands of the Pacific, at the 
same time consummating what Colum- 
bus undertook to do over four hundred 
years ago, namely, securing the short- 
est route obtainable to the rich coun- 
tries of the East, by sailing west, and 
which he would have accompHshed 
but for the mutiny of his crews, and his 
running against a then. undiscovered 
continent, and will be the crowning 
glory of the nineteenth century, al- 
ready replete with startling realities. 

Mr. Farwell is of the opinion that 


if the money directly and indirectly 
expended at the World’s Fair by the 
| American people had been devoted to 
the construction of the Nicaragua Ca- 
nal, it would have been nearly, if not 
quite, sufficient to complete the same, 
and would have done far more toward 
honoring the memory of Columbus 
than the building of the magnificent 
White City by the lake, which is now 
so rapidly vanishing into empty noth- 
ingness. 

Mr. Farwell summarizes the advan- 
tages of the policy outlined by him 
as foilows: 

“The construction of the Nicaragua 
Canal will put us 2700 miles nearer 
than England to the western coast of 
South America, 1900 miles nearer Japan 
and 1000 miles nearer Australia than 
England. It will shorten the route 
from San Francisco to London 7000 
miles, New Orleans to San Francisco 
11,000 miles, and New York to San 
Francisco 10,000 miles, 

“Commerce is said to be the life- 
blood of a nation. The construction of 
this canal will enable the American 
people to at once resurrect a once rich 
and prosperous, but now dead and 
buried ocean co erce, at the same 
time enable t to take a stron 
hold of the finances of the world, and 
transfer in less thap two years the 
money center of the globe, now so 
strongly intrenched in a little island 
off the extreme westerly coast of the 
European continent, to New York, New 
Orleans and Chicago, lying midway of 
the track of the travel and commerce 
of the world, consisting of the rich 
trade of western Europe flowing in its 
western course and meeting upon our 
Atlantic Coast the mighty volume or 
travel and trade which must inevitably 
flow in an easterly direction from the 
vast populations, now estimated at 

,000,000, of eastern Europe, Asia, 
Africa, Australia, and the smaller is- 
lands of the Pacific, when the small 
natural barrier that now exists is re- 
moved by the proposed canal. In the 
system of finance outlined above for 
payment of that improvement, the gov- 
ernment will carry its cost at 2 per 
cent. when in bonds, and without in- 
terest when in the treasury note, and 
the people will be assured of a system 
of currency circulation at once per- 
manent, convenient, flexible and safe.”’ 

Whatever may be thought of the 
scheme for a currency in connection 
with the building of the canal, there 
can be no doubt that the enterprise it- 
self is one of the most important before 
the American people today, not only 
to the Pacific Coast, but to the whole 
country. It is interesting to observe 
that intelligent people in the Eastern 
States are beginning to realize the sig- 
nificance of this great work. 


THE WEATHER HERE AND THERE. 


At the present writing it looks as if 
the anxiety of our farmers would soon 
be relieved, and that we shall be fa- 
vored with a rainfall which will liven 
up the country and start things to 
growing again. Unless appearances are 
more than usually deceptive this time, 
it will be raining by the time these lines 


supposing, however, that there should 
be no more rain this season, things 
would not be sa bad as some of our 
melancholy critics would make us be- 
lieve. In several sections of Southern 
California there has been enough mois- 
ture to insure fair crops, and the fall- 
ing off in quantity will be made up in 
a greet measure by the increased prices 
which the produce will bring. A dry 
season for Los Angeles does not by 
any means représent the same thing to- 
day as it did seventeen years ago, 
when we had fhe last visitation of 
that kind. Stnce then irrigation has 
been greatly extended in every direc- 
tion, until the raising of crops without 
artificial moisture has been entirely 
cast in the shade by the greater im- 
portance and value of our horticultural 
products which are raised on irrigated 
land. This promises to become more and 
more the case every year, so that be- 
fore many years, whenthe great San 
Fernando Valley and other leading 
grain-growing sections are cut up 
into small orchards and vineyards, 
prophecies of a dry season will have 
comparatively Httle terror to the farm- 
ers of this section. 

Meanwhile, even should we have a 
dry season this year, we are much bet- 
ter off than the farmers east of the 
mountains, who have been undergoing 
a terrible affliction in the shape of a 
most severe frost, which extended over 
almost the entire country east of the 
Rocky Mountains, except the immediate 
coast of the South Atlantic and Gulf 
States. According to reports which 
come from New York, Ohio,@Missouri, 
Tennessee, Kentucky, Geor and a 
dozen other States, the fruit crop will 
be reduced to a minimum. In many 
cases budding fruit trees have been 
killed; nor was the damage confined to 
fruit. Dispatches from Kentucky an- 
nounce that tobacco and wheat were 
frozen over a large section of the State. 
“It is an ill wind that blows nobhpdy 
any good” and this great misfortune 
which has come upon the farmers east 
of the Rocky Mountains will result in 
improved prices for fruit that will put 
many thousands of extra dollars into 
the pockets of Southern California hor- 
ticulturists. 

There is one great advantage which 
California farmers have over their East- 
ern brethren, when what is known as 
bad weather comes upon them. The 
“bad weather” here, which means a dry 
season, is delightful weather to live in, 
however hard it may be on the crops, 
but what is known as bad weather in 
the East, not only plays havoc with the 
crops, but brings great discomfort and 
misery on human beings, frequently re- 
sulting in death from cold and ex- 
posure. 


The Board of Education has decided 
by a majority vote to recommend 
that a special election be called to 
vote bonds to the amount of $150,000 for 
school buildings. A short time ago the 
board had come to the conclusion that, 
in view of the present hard times, it 
would be better to tide over the pres- 
ent difficulty by renting rooms in the 
neighborhood of the schools, but there 
seems to have been a change in the 
views of that body. ‘There ig no doubt 
that our school accommodations are 
at present very deficient, and that 
more room its necessary. Considering 
the present condition of business, how- 
ever, it might be better to try and 
get along by renting rooms wherever 
it is possible until financial affairs 
improve, when there would be less 
danger of the bonds being defeated. 


In an interview published in a San 
Fraficisco paper Senator White ex- 
presses himse?f as quite satisfied with 
the new Chinese treaity, which he 
thinks will effect everything that rea- 
sonable Californians can ask. Repre- 
sentative Geary, who framed the Chi- 
nese registration act, has aiso declared 
himself satisfied with the new treaty, 


are in the hands of our readers. Even. 


which he regards as an advance on 
the present one. These opinions are in 
marked contradiction to articles which 
have appeared in a number of Pacific 
Coast journals, in which the treaty 
has been severely condemned. Messrs. 
Wh'te and Geary are pretty good au- 
thorities on this subject, and could 
scarcely be accused of leaning too far 
on the Chinese side of the question. 
If they are satisfied with the new 
agreement, it surely cannot be open 
to, very severe criti¢ism. It is pos- 
sible that the full intent of the docu- 
ment has not yet been fully under- 
stood by the general public. | 


The invasion of Washington by Cox- 
ey’s army appears to be much of a 
howling farce, to which the press of' 
the country has paid altogether too 
much attention. Such men as Browne— 
and Coxey is presumably one of the 
same kind—trade upon the notoriety 
which they get in the newspapers.

AT THE PLAYHOUSES. 


LOS: ANGELES THEATER.—Law- 
rence Hanley essayed the role of Shy- 
lock in “‘The Merchant of Venice’’ at 
the Los Angeles last night, but his 
conception of it is very far below the 
stickler for the pound of flesh who 
has been idealized on the stage by the 
various players who have made fame 
in this great part. He lacks every ele- 
ment of the character as we have been 
wont to see it impersonated, and his 
most generous admirer could but feel 
that he was clearly and unmistakably 
beyond his depth. He played “Ham- 
let’’ with such clear intelligence and 
discrimination that his Shylock is all 
the more disappointing. It is not given 
even the greatest actors to play the 
various roles immortalized by the bard 
of Avon, and there are times when it 
is little short of sheer bravery and as- 
surance for a player to undertake 
them. The audience who saw Mr. Han- 
ley’s gallant attempt last night, how- 
ever inclined to applaud his temerity and 
valor, could by no stretching of the 
mantle of charity do as much for his 
playing. It was a weak, colorless per- 
formance and, except in the court 
scene in the ducal patace, scarcely rose 
to mediocrity. Miss Lemmert, although 
physically handicapped for the part 
of Portia, made the most of her op- 
portunity and gave a very pleasing ex- 
position of that splendid role. The 
company in general, appeared to much 
better advantage than on the previous 
evening. Mr. de Forest easily carried 
offethe honors as Bassanio, but there 
was much ragged reading of lines even 
by this usually well-versed player— 
some of the others fairly floundering 
with the dialogue. Mr. Gardiner as 
Gratiano showed a disposition to use a 
nasal tone with extreme persistency, 
and experienced much difficulty in dis- 
posing of his hands and a small but 
apparently obstreperous moustache. 
Miss Masac made a pleasing Jessica so 
far as face and figure go, but was evi- 
dently suffering from nervousness. As 
a whole the play went off with con- 
siderable eclat notwithstanding the oc- 
casional drawbacks. This afternoon 
‘“‘Hamlet” will be repeated and tonight 
“The Merchant of Venice.”’ 

One of the features of ‘this engage- 
ment has.been the magnificent work 
of Dion Romandy’s ovghestra. There 
has been an acquisition of three mem- 
bers, late of the Iowa Staite Band, one 
of them being a phenomenal cornet 
player, who has created a sensation 
by his masterly winding of the horn 
the last two evenings.

RATES GO UP. 


The Roads Have Reached 
an Agreement. 


The Latest Plan to Prevent 
Rate Cutting. 


Ten Thousand Dollars Fine for Each 
Offense. 


The Southern Pacific's New Mississippi 
River Bridge—Big Passenger Business 
in Both Directions—Local 
Railroad Notes. 


Word received from Chicago yester*s 
fay was to the effect that the meet- 
ing of the Western Passenger Associa- 
tion had resulted in the contending 
roads making a proposition to restore 
east-bound rates from California to 
Chicago on April 8 and west-bound rates 
on the 15th prox. The _ settlement 
had not been formally bound, but it 
will doubtless be officially announced 
today. The Union Pacific has agreed 
to cease dealing through brokers on 
condition that the Santa Fe restores the 
rate from Chicago to Kansas City to 
the old tariff, $12.50. This announce- 
ment is extremely important to those 
who intend to travel eastward before 
April 8, or west-bound before April 
15, General Passenger Agent Thomp- 
son of the Santa Fe’s Southern 
California lines received word yester- 
day that Passenger Traffic Manager 
White had agreed to the proposed set- 
tlement of existing difficulaes. , 
BOUTHERN PACIFIC'S BIG BRIDGE. 

(San Francisco Call, March 24:) “‘The 
bridge to be built by the Southern Pa- 
cific Railroad Company over the Mis- 
sissippi River at New Orleans will, it 
is believed, be the largest steel railway 
bridge in the world, considering the 
quantity of metal used in its construc- 
tion and its length,’’ said one of the 
officials of that company at the Occi- 
dental yesterday. “It will be a double- 
track bridge, about 10,500 feet long. 
The approach spans will vary from fif- 
teen to 150 feet in length, according to 
the height of the towers. The main 
river bridge will be built on the can- 
tilever principle and will be 1070 feet 
in length, with spans of 608 feet on 
either side. The pier foundation will 
extend from a point eighty feet below 
the bottom of the river and will be 
sunk by open dredging. The esti- 
mated weight of metal réquired is 25,- 
000 tons, or 50,000,000 pounds. The cost 
will be about $5,000,000. The bridge 
will give the Southern Pacific systein 
an all-rail entrance into New Orleans 
and form a most important link in 
railroad communication between the 
West and Gulf States east of the Mis- 
sissippi River. he longest railroad 
bridge completed ‘s over the Firth of 
Forth in Scotland. The main structure 
ls 5330 feet long, but the approaches are 
said to be shorter than those of the 
New Orleans bridge.” 

PATCHED UP. 

CHICAGO, March 27.—The troubles 
between the Western lines were fully 
adjusted today. East-bound rates be- 
tween Chicago and California will be 
restored April 8, and west-bound rates 
April 15. The outcome of the con- 
troversy has’ been a complete victory

UNFRIBNDLY LEGISLATION THE 

CAUSE. 

CHICAGO, March 27.—President Per- 
kins of the Burlington submitted his 
annual report today. The gross earn- 
ings per mile for the year ending De- 
cember 1, 1893, was. $5582 against 
$6043 in 1892. The total freight earn- 
ings were $19,689,495, a decrease of 
$3,078,511; total passenger earnings, 
$8,419,079, an increase of $1,189,134; total 
net earnings, $2,204,204, a decrease of 
$1,135,681. 

The report declares that the railroad 
troubles are chiefly due to hard stat- 
utes which have prevented transporta- 
tion being done upon business prin- 
ciples, having seriously crippled that 
great industry and in that way helped 
to produce the existing depression. 

A LIGHTING APPARATUS. 

CHICAGO, March 27.—The Chicago, 
Milwaukee and St. Paul today tested a 
new device fir the electric lighting on 
railway cars. The machine, which is 
the nvention of William Biddle of 
Brooklyn, was attached to a private 
car bearing a party of railroad men 
and capitalists, and run to Milwaukee 
and back with results that were satis- 
factory to the promoters of the system. 
The machine is to be placed upon every 
car. It is driven from one of the axles 
and geared direct from the axle to the 
dynamo at a ratio of 3 to 1. The dy, 
namo is one-horse power, and bound 
to give a current of 28 volts nad 40 am- 
peres. One of the features of the in- 
vention is an electrical changing switch 
which automatically changes in the di- 
rection the car is reversed, so thatein 
the backward movement of the train, 
the light remains steady. The machine 
is automatic throughout, and the elec- 
tricity is not generated when the car 
is moving at a rate of less than twenty 
miles an hour. A system of storage 
battery provides for a steady continua- 
tion of the light during stops from the 
train, and will run the lamp for five 
hours after the car has stopped. The 
lamps, during the day’s test, gave a 
steady, brilliant light that did not vary 
during any switchi o rstoppage of 
the train. The devce is controlled

ON THE RUN. 


Capturcd Within Sight of the 
Mexican Border. 


An Absconding EmbezZler from Michigan 
Caught by Detective Moffatt of 
This City—Clever Piece 
of Work. 


Some days ago word was received by 
the local authorities to the effect that 
Newkirk ayer had absconded from 
Bay City, ich., with a large sum of 
money, and asking them to look out 
for him, as he was headed this way. 
The police detectives were instructed 
to locate him, if possible, and ffnally 
did so, the young man being found in 
a Second-street lodging-house. As no 
warrant had been sent for his arrest, 
he was not apprehended, but merely 
kept under surveillance, pending the 
arrival of Chief of Police Murphy of 
Bay City, who was notified, immedi- 
ately it was known that he was here. 
Thayer, however, received a telegram 
from some friend back in Michigan 
telling him of Murphy’s departure, and 
on Friday evening last he managed to 
evade Detective Auble and skipped. 
He and “Ais brother, it was subsequently 
ascertained, left here for the south on 
horseback, their evident destination be- 
ing the Mexican line. The wires were 
called into requisition and all local 
officers notified with the result that 
the fugitives were traced Oceanside, 
and yesterday morning Detective Mof- 
fatt arrested Thayer fn San Diego 
county, within two miles of the border, 
after a red-hot chase, and will arrive 
here with his prisoner this morning. 

Although Moffatt deserves credit for 
his promptitude in acting upon the 
clew, Thayer's capture is due entirely 
to an accident. It appears that while 
riding alongside his brother, the latter's 
revolver was accidentally discharged 
and the shot took effect in the fugi- 
tive’s foot. Upon arriving at Oceanside 
the brothers staked their horses out on 
the outskirts of the town and sought a 
surgeon, who removed the bullet and 
dressed the wounded foot. The foolish 
pair then left town without paying the 
doctor for his services, and the result 
was that the City Marshal was notified 
of their sudden arrival d departure, 
and, suspecting them to be criminals, 
wired a description of them to Los 
Angeles, whereupon Moffatt started 
out in pursuit. 

Thayer will be taken back to Bay 
City by Chief Murphy without delay, 
that officer having armed himself with 
requisition papers in advance. 


Details of the Capture. 

SAN DIEGO, March 27.—(Special 
Dispatch.) Charles W. Newkirk, alias 
Thayer, his wife and his’ brother 
Henry Newkirk, wanted at Bay City, 
Mich., were arrested this afternoon 
while trying to escape across the line 
into Mexico to avoid justice. Charles 
Newkirk is wanted at Bay City, Mich., 
for raising the books of a bayk. New- 
kirk and party were traced to Los An- 
geles a few days ago, by Chief of Po- 
lice Murphy of Bay City. The party 
left Los Angeles on horseback and 
came direct to this city en route to 
Mexico. 

Chief of Police Murphy arrived here 
on Monday night and spent part of 
today in searching the corrals in the 
city, expecting the fugitives would 
change horses. Not finding the party, 
he wWas fearful they would reach the 
line ahead of him. He therefore tele- 
phoned to Deputy Sheriff Cook at Tia 
Juana to be on the lookout. The mes- 
sage reached Cook in the nick of time 
as he saw the party when within a 
mile and a half of the Mexican line. 
It seems that on the way down to 
San Diego the party had been seen 
encamped near Pacific Beach, and had 
circled around the city. Deputy 
Sheriff Cook arrested them and noti- 
fied the Chief of Police here. Officer 
Cota was sent down to gex them and 
they were brought up here towards 
evening. All are very much fatigued 
from excitement and exposure. They 
had been riding hard and obtained no 
food at farmhouses as they went along. 
They were nearly successful in escap- 
wing and were within a mile and a half 
of the Mexican line when captured.

SAN DIEGO, March 27.—Charles W. 
Thayer was today arrested at Nes- 
tor, near the Mexican boundary, on 
the charge of embezzlement, preferred 
by the Bay County Savings Bank of 
Bay City, Mich. He was accompanied 
by his wife’s brother, and was making 
his way to Mexico, to avoid the penalty 
of his crime.

A small shortage 
having been discovered by the bank 
authorities, he knew the entire defal- 
cation would be discovered, and he 
fled to Los Angetes, to which city 
he was traced by Chief of Police Mur- 
phy of Bay City, who arrived here 
on Friday, with a requisition, to find 
him gone. The trio had succeeded in 
evading the officers, who had been 
shadowing them for some days, and 
came on south on horseback, sleeping 
in haystacks at night and avoiding 
all the towns. They were overtaken 
by the local officers, after a hot chase, 
within three miles of the border line. 
A‘l were heavily armed, but made no 
forcible resistance. The woman had 
pawned $600 worth of her jewels to 
raise funds with which to defray the 
expenses of ‘the'r flight.

The least 
monthly precipitation was .12 of an 
inch in 1888. The greatest amount of 
precipitation recorded in any twenty- 
four consecutive hours was 2.20 inches 
on April 9-10, 1884.

Average number of cloudy days, 7. 

Wind—The prevailing winds have 
been from the east. -The highest veloc- 
ity of the wind during any April was 
42 miles on April 12,.

‘test of an electric 1 van last week 
in the heart of London, and the result of 
the trial was in every way satisfactory 
and encouraging.

It took its 
place in the ordinary street traffic, ac- 
commodating its pace to a nicety, com- 
ing almost to a standstill in a block on 


corners, and availing itself of the clear 
run which Moorgate street afforded to 
increase its speed to a maximum per- 
mitted by the police regulations. The 
steering was admirably managed, and 
the electrical van is said to have had a 
decided. advantage in ‘“‘creeping,”’ find- 
ing its way more quickly than any 
other vehicle out of the constant tangle 
of ’busses, carts, cabs, and conveyances 
of every description.

FILLING IN “BLOWHOLBS” IN STBEL 
.H, A. Royce has described an inter- 
esting adaption of electric welding to 
the filling in of: “‘blowholes’’ in steel. 
The placing of a plug of steel into the

sold for more than this amount. Her 
boilers, engines and machinery sold for 
enough to give the purchaser a big 
profit on the investment, to,say noth- 
ing of the hull, which was again sold 
for a large price, the old steamer then 
being fitted out as a sailing *vessel, be- 
ing the largest ship afloat. 

She went into the general commerce 
of the ocean, plying between foreign 
and American ports, during which time 
she landed four thousand tons of coal 
at San Pedro, Los Angeles county, 
leaving that port about twelve years 
ago. After her departure from San Pe- 
dro, she continued in the same service 
until she was sold to the English gov- 
ernment, which now holds her as a coal 
barge, having relleved her of her masts, 

The vessel was considered very fast 
as a stewmer, in her day, making from 
nineteen to twenty knots per hour. Her 
average trip from New York to Havre 
was made inside of ten days.

HORRIBLY MANGLED. 


A Young Man Run Over by a Railroad 
Train. 

Coroner Cates held an inquest yes- 
terday at the undertaking establish- 
inent of Orr & Bird, upon the body of 
Alfred Hodgkins, a native of Canada, 
19 years of age, who died at 2 o'clock 
yesterday morning from the effects of 
injuries he received by being run over 
by a Southern Pacific freight ‘train at 
Vincent station, near Lancaster, some 


4 six hours earlier. 


While attempting to board one of 
the cars as the train was in motion 
hte young man slipped and fell on the 
/track in such a position that the 
wheels passed over his left kg and 
arm, and right ankle. His screams at- 
tracted the attention of the trainmen, 
‘and, upon going back to investigate, 
' Hodgkins was found close to the track 
in an unconscious condition. His left 
hand and right foot were completely 
severed from the limbs, and his left 
lez was horribly manglei from the 
thigh joint down. He was picked up 
and taken to Lancaster, where he was 
transferred to the south-bound freight, 
but, while on the way to this c.ty, he 
died. 

During the six hours which inter- 
vened between the accident and his 
death, the unfortunate youth was con- 
scious for some time, and stated that 
he had run away from his home in 
| Belleville, Ont., and was beating his 
'way. .He begged earnestly that the 
‘news of his sad death be withheld from 
his parents, who are still res:ding 
there. stating that they already fe- 
‘lieved him dead, and he feared that 


‘the shock might be fatal to his 
| mother, as she is an invalid. 
The Coroner’s jury, upon learning 


these facts, returned a verdict to the 
that the deceased ‘‘came to 
d-ath by boarding a freight train on 
the Southern Pacific Railroad, near 
Lancaster, Los Angeles county. with 
the ir tenticn cf beating his way.”
